Once, it is true a reward of five 
million dollars was advertised. It 
appeared in The London Times of 
January 27, 1869, and was promised 
for a copy of the certificate of the 
baptism of Robert Jennings, born 
about 1704. But, the hopeleasness of 
the Jennings case was such as to pre- 
vent the amount being taken, very 
seriously. 

In point of fact the rewards offe:-d 
now. compare quite favorably, with 
Ahiose of the halcyon days when pricey 
were put on the heads of highway- 
men and sheep-stedlers, and police 
work was paid for as piecework done 
b. amateurs. 

Old records show that $200 or $250 
was a very good sum for a much 
wanted man. It is true that in one 
year not long before the advent of 
the police force; Parliament paid 
$400,000 in blood money, but that was 
because the work was done in an ex- 
pensive way rather than because the 
rates in individual ‘cases were parti- 
cularly high. 

When a reward of $5,000 was of- 
fered in 1810 for information concern- 
ing the murder of Benjamin Bathurst, 
an English envoy to the Court of 
Vienna, who was supposed to’ have 
been killed for his papers, it waa 
large enough to ereate sensation on 
both sides of the, Coanonl.

as protection “in any part of Her 
Majesty's dominions.” 

“Clues” poured in at once from all | 
points of the compass, and twenty- 
six suspects were arrested in the 
course of six months. But not until 
February in the following year did 
the authorities obtain the information 
which led to the conviction of Brady, 
Curley, Fagan, Kelly (who were all 
executed), and their confederates. 

A lodger in the hove of a man 
named Carey, a Dublin town council- 
lor, reported that he had discovered 
knives, such as were used by the as- 
sassin, hidden in Carey's house. 
Carey, confronted with this, turn:t 
informer, and the arm ‘6 speedily 
followed.

Precis silt washed down by the river | 
from the mountains far to the north. 
The result is a wide alluvial plain, 
almost perfectly level and very rich. 

Several factors contributed = to 
make this valley one of the first vf 
the agricultural regions of the pro- 
vince to be settled. It was fertile. 

was less densely wooded, . and 
therefore more easily cleared than 
other tempting districts, and it was 
provided by the 
cities on the coast. Land was of lit- 
tle value, comparativtly speaking. 
when the first settlers came, and 
large farms or ranches were takey 
up. Many of these have been culti- 
vated and have yielded bountifully. 
On othera—many others—only a few 
acres have been cleared. They stand, 
rt, as they stood a 
century ago, eanwhile the province 
has developed with wonderful rapid: 
ity. The price of land has increased 
five or ten fold. The ranches are 
too valuable to be allowed to stand 
fallow or to be covered with alder- 
brush. They would pay richly if they 
could be cultivated, as some of them 
have been paying richly for years. 
But cultivation requires labor, and 
labor, even the Oriental variety. is 
scarce and high. Many of the farm, 
cleared and uncleared, have there- 
fore found their way into the bands 
of the subdivider. and more are fol- 
lowing every week 

The change which this new order 
of things is bringing about in the 
landscape is remarkable, and it pro- 
mises remarkable things for the econ- 
omic future of the Fraser Valley and 
the cities growing up in it. Where 
two or three years. ago une would 
see a house or two to the mile, and 4 
few fields of grain or grass or pas- 
ture, one now meets with a series ul 
little communities of farming people 
settled on five or ten acre lots. On

As a result 
of their coming, clearings are grow- 
ing, and there is easily twice as 
‘much land under cultivation in the 
valley this summer as there was a 
year ago. Heretofore, truck-farining 
or market-gardening has beev mostly 
in the hands of Chinamen, and large 
quantities of vegetables have had to 
be imported. With the development 
of the Fraser Valley lands a new era 
seems to be opening for the house- 
jholder in the coast cities, ard the

Heaves almost invariably is observed 
to exist in proportion as clover is fed, 
and tn order to contirm this statemens 
it is obwerved to decrease where land 
heretofore yielding clover has refused 
to produce It In paying quantities, so 
that other regimen bas had to be sup 
plied. It In also caused by animals 
being left in the etable for several 
days and during this time being fed 
the ordinary quantity of bay which 
they would bave received were they at 
work, Hadly saved or dusty bay ts a 
great producer ef heaves.—Americas 
Cultivator,
